The most spectacular 
eclipse now began. 
was the color of old gold. The eastern 
limb was the color of dull copper. In 
the center the two colors blended very 
beautifully. 


Like Japanese Lantern. 


Gradually, however, the brightness of 
the western limb gave way to ihe cop- 
per hue. At this time when just the 
extreme western edge was more brighis- 
ly colored than all the rest of the sub- 
merged moon, it looked to the naked 
eye like a huge Japantse lantern. 

Father Charropin said that the two 
colors of the moon were very unusual 
and were one of the most exquisite 
colorings he had seen in his different 
lunar observations. 

At the time of the eclipse th® moon 
Was about 240,00 miles front the earth. 
The shadow stretched out into space 
$50,000 miles, so that the moon. which 
is a little over one-fourth as large as 
the earth, was well covered by the 
shadow. 


CHICAGO PROFESSOR 
PHOTOGRAPHS ECLIPSE. 


CHICAGY, Feb. 9.—The eclipse of the 
moon was visible here last night, al- 
though the sky was not’entirely clear. 
The beginning of the eclipse was re- 
corded officially at 11:54:06 p. m., when 
the moon entered the penumbra. At 
11:57 the shadow began to be visibe. 
It took exactly an hour for the shadow 
to envelope the moon. 

At 1:47 a. m. the middle was reached 
and at 2:36:12 the total eclipse ended. 
The shadow left the moon at 3:37 and 
the moon left the penumbra at 4:39:54. 

Prof. Forest Ray Moulton and Prof. 
Kurt Laves of the aStronomy depart- 
ment of the University of Chicago re- 
corded the phenomenon from the small 
observatory on the campus. 

Prof, George W. Hough of the Dear- 
born Observatory, Northwestern Univer- 
sity, sajd: 

“Owing to the light clouds I was un- 
able to get good results from my obser- 
vations. I took ey eral pictures of Ju- 
piter and Mars ascertain the effect 
which the eclipse might have on them, 
but I could detect no changes.

PITTSBURG, Feb. 9.—Patrick Dolan, 
president of District No. 5, United Mine 
Workers of America, went into court 
today and secured a temporary injunc- 
tion restraining the delegates to the 
district convention, now in session here, 
from interfering with his powers as 
president of the district organization. 

Dolan’s fellow miners desired tq_re- 
move him from the presidency because 
he had, at the Indianapolis conference 
between the miners and the mine oper- 
ators, voted with the operators to keep 
in force the present scale of wages, con- 
trary to the instructions of the con- 
vention, which favored a unanimous 
stand for a 12% per cent increase in the

tion opened today with President Dolan 
presiding, and for the first time since 
the convention convened there was per- 


fect order and quiet. 

A resolution providing that hereafter

MINE OWNERS’ PLEA 
TELLS THEIR SIDE. 


This statement, issued by the Chicago 
coal operators, was prepared after con- 
ferences Thursday afternoon in the of- 
fices of R. R. Hammond of the Dering- 
Coal Co. Mr. Hammond and H. N. Tay- 
lor of the General Wilmington Coal Co.

He has been married twice, and has 
two grown sons by his first marriage, 
one of whom, a draughtsman in City 
Hall, has a child. He has three chil- 
dren by his second marriage, all girls, 
the eldest 12 years of age. The Gil- 
laspys live at 1524 Wagoner place.

IS HERE FOR CONTRACTS 


Asserts His Mines Eighty-Five 
- Miles Away Will Not Be 
Affected. 


Joseph Leiter, millionaire owner and 
operator of bituminous coal mines at 
Ziegler, Ill., is in St. Louis with his sec- 
‘retary, H. R. Platt, to make contracts 
with large industria! concerns whose 
Supply of fuel is threatened by the 
strike of miners. 

Mr. Lelter expressed the opinion that 
the strike of coal miners throughout the 
country ts inevitable, and that the con- 
Seyucnces to industry will be very great. 

‘“Personaily, I don’t feel that I need 
worry about the other feilows’ troubk hy 
Suid Mr. Leiter to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, $ 

“My properties will continue in op- 
eruiion, because I have no contract or 
dealings with the unions, and will not 
be affected by their action. My enc 
Ployes are thoroughly satisfied with con- 
ditions and will remain at work. 

“I believe that only a miracle can 


prevent a strike, because. the miners 
are spoiling tor a fight. The year for 
the operators has been very unprofit- 
able, and they cannot afford to meet 
the demands for an increase of wages. 

“While industrial consumption of coal 
has been larger than for several years, 
the domestic consumption has been re- 
markably small, owing to the mild 
weather than has prevailed everywhere 
in the United States this winter.” 

Mr. Leiter denied that he intended to 
establish a supply depot in St. Louis as 
a preparation for the strike in other 
mines. , 

“We have no need of a depot here,”’ 
he said, “our mines are only & miles 
away, and we can take care of all our 
orders direct from the mines.”

President O’Brien of the St, Louis 
Board of Assessors believes the people 
of St. Louis should’start an organized 
movement in support of Gov. Folk’s 
suggestion to abolish State taxes on per- 
sonal property. 

Under the present revenue system a 
st. Louis taxpayer is required to pay 
$2.19 on each $100 worth of property he 
owns. Out of this levy the State re- 
ceives 17 cents. The total amount of 
personal property taxed in St. Louis, 
according to the figures compiled by 
Mr. O’Brien, is $84,000,000. 

‘‘There is no reason whatever why St. 
Louis should be compelled to turn part 
of the revenue accruing from the per- 
sonal taxation of its citizens into the 
State Treasury,’ said Mr. O'Brien. 

“As Gov. Folk points out, the State 
has plenty of funds on hand and has 
had for a number of years. St. Louis 
gets hit right and left when it comes to 
dividing its income from taxes to the 
State. | :

State’ Doesn't Need It. 

Gov. Folk’s position is that the reve- 
nue of the State from other soyrces is 
sufficient for the needs of the State 
without the money derived from the 
taxation of pérsonal property, while 
many localities do need such taxation.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispaich. 

“*E beg the privilege of a few words in 
answer to your recent editorials and 
interviews as to the illegality of the 
unit vote under the proposed bond is- 
sue, and the consequent non-salability 
of the bonds. 

It would appear that your sole desire 
is to cloak every feature of the pro- 
posed bond issue with unquestioned 
legality, and such I believe is also the 
desire of all supporters of the unit vote. 
Your present support of the separate 
vote is grounded on the fact that the 
City Counselor has given it as his opin- 
ion that the unit vote is 





illegal, and 
therefore, whether he be right or wrong, 


being City Counselor, we must and 


should abide by that opinion. 

In 1903, we contend, our City Charter 
was amended to make possible and legal 
in our city either a unit or a scparate 


vote. 
..What I would, therefore, like to ask 
is this: 

Why did the city not rely upon the 
opinion of the City Counselor last 
spring instead of sending to New York 
for an opinion, and why do thex now 
rely upon the opinion of the City Coun- 
selor to the exclusion of New York ex- 
pert advice? 

Why does the City Counselor fail to 
mention the charter amendment of 1993 
in his opinion? 

Will the City Counselor or the New 
York experts say they did not know of 
the existence of .the Bethany case and 
the legal principle announced therein, 
at the time they passed on the legality 
of the $9,000,000 bond issue ordinance? 

Where is the opinion the New York 
experts rendered last spring? If there 
is no written opinion, what in substance 
was their verbal opinion? Or did they 
merely reag the ordinance and say, 
‘‘Yes, it Is legal'’? 

Give us light that we may see and 
understand, \and, understanding, per- 
haps concur. .

When ordinarily clever hitters cannot 


‘reach the .300 mark it can be taken that 


batting is not heavy enough to make 
perfect baseball. This being the case, 
the rulemakers should do all in their 
power to bring the batting to this set 
and certain figure of perfection. To 
abolish the foul strike rule would be 
to protract games, a result which is to 
be carefully avoided. 


Spectators want more batting. The 
National League is not progressive; it 
is slow and ultra conservative, also ob- 
structional. The very first thing it 
does at its annual meeting is to pass 
a resolution declaring itsself opposed 
to any change in the rules. It is high 
time that the American League taught 
the National that it is assuming too 
respect.
